YUBA CITY, Calif, i UP1 >- Mass 
murder suspect Juan V. Corona ate 
a steak dinner and visited with his 
family and a lawyer in his new jail 
Sunday while authorities widened 
their search for possibly more 
victims. 


In 10 days, sheriff's deputies have 
unearthed 23 bodies of brutally slain 
itinerant farm workers from crude 
graves along the serene Feather 
River in this agricultural area 125 
miles northeast of San Francisco. It 
is the greatest crime in history 
involving individual “ murder by 
stealth

found Saturday but none were 
uncovered

despite

increase in the force of diggers from 
15 to 25 men.

Most damning piece of evidence 
against Corona appears to be two 
receipts made out to him from a

Mariner 9 raced two distant Russian 
probes toward Mars today to orbit 
the planet, map its battered surface 
and search from its icy poles to 
dusty equator for clues of life. 
The American spacecraft trailed 
the farthest Soviet craft by more 
than 1 million miles, but still was 
given a chance of reaching Mars 
first. Officials called the accuracy 
of Mariner's course “ fantastic." 
Mariner 9 is scheduled to brake 
into orbit around Mars Nov. 14. It 
carries two television cameras and 
other instruments to survey two- 
thirds of the Martian surface, 
analyze its thin atmosphere and look 
for low. warm and damp spots that 
might shelter primitive forms of 
life. 
Soviet commentators have hinted 
the heavy Mars 2 and Mars 3 
spacecraft might land on Mars with 
biological sensors. Mariner will not 
be able to detect living things from 
orbit, but may turn up evidence

In Tel Aviv, Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban said the current 
negotiations may be the last chance 
to reopen the Suez Canal.

SAIGON

Vietnamese troops fleeing 
from a battle plunged into a 
throng of 60,000 Roman 
Catholics visiting a shrine 
near Da Nang Sunday. Some 
of the pilgrims were caught 
in a crossfire between the 
Communists 
and

pursuing South Vietnamese. 
One of the pilgrims was 
killed and 10 wounded in the 
action around Pra Kieu 
hamlet, UPI photographer 
Willie Vicoy reported. An 
estimated 60,000 pilgrims 
were visiting the hamlet 730 
miles northeast of Saigon.

Vietnamese losses put at 
eight dead and 30 wounded. 
Vicoy said at least six

outside the hamlet with fire. 
He said the Communist 
troops at one point came 
wihin 200 yards of the Ave 
Maria Cathedral. 
A group of about 15 U.S. 
soldiers in five armored ve­ 
hicles 
and 
three 
South 
Vietnamese 
armored 
personnel 
ca rrie rs 
surrounded the plaza. Vicoy 
said government regulars, 
militiamen 
and 
national 
police were involved in the 
fighting. 
Vicoy said the civilians 
scattered or dropped to the 
ground 
when 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 
suddenly appeared in their 
midst, 
firing 
aimlessly. 
Banners and signs were 
ripped to shreds by the 
bullets and the grey cement 
wall of the church was pock­ 
marked by a dozen rounds. 
A mortar round landed 30 
yards from the church, 
wounding a 10-year-old girl. 


Hundreds took refuge in the 
building. 
The religious gathering 
has taken place at Para 
Kieu 
every three 
years 
since 1885 when the Virgin 
Mary 
is 
said 
to 
have 
appeared before villagers. 
It was canceled last year 
because of heavy fighting in 
the area. 
Near the northern end of 
the A Shau valley in South 
Vietnam's northern sector, 
Communist forces shelled 
and made a heavy ground 
attack against a 
hilltop 
South Vietnamese artillery 
base, military spokesmen 
reported. Field reports said 
at least 61 Communists 
were killed in an hour of 
fighting at the base.

JFK, Coco among patrons 
French muralist 
seeks beauty

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
When you are busy with 
hundreds of feet of mural 
and several assistants, you 
may not be aware of whom 
you are nudging away from 
your wet wall. 
Several years ago, mural­ 
ist Bernard Lamotte realized 
it was the late president, 
John Kennedy, he was un­ 
ceremoniously hauling away 
by the sleeve. His distress 
was quickly alleviated by 
Kennedy’s kindness. 
Lamotte, a r e n o w n e d 
painter, had been engaged 
by Joseph Kennedy to paint 
the vast walls of the White 
House pool as a gift to the 
President. The mural was of 
sailboats anchored off tropi­ 
cal West Indian ports and 
the undertaking was so large 
that just one boat alone was 
more than 40 feet. 
As a little fillip, the mu­ 
ralist painted code flags on 
one of the schooners spell­ 
ing out the names Joseph, 
Rose. John and Jackie. Im­ 
mediately translating them, 
the President was delighted. 
He was so fascinated by the 
grandiose project and came 
so often to watch the prog­ 
ress that Lamotte became 
used to casually chatting 
with him. As a tribute to the 
painter, John Kennedy in­ 
sisted a French tricolor go 
up on one of the anchored 
ships. 


Bernard Lamotte was born 
in Paris but has lived in 
Southampton. Long Island, 


since 1936. His latest work 
is a wrap-around illusion for 
the French G o v e r n m e n t 
Tourist Office in New York, 
It is a huge, floor-to-ceiling, 
c u r v e d panorama of the 
Place de la C o n c o r d e in 
Paris, with the clerks work­ 
ing at garden-type balus­ 
trades that seem to be part 
of the Tuileries. 
‘Tt is a stage scene,” said 
the painter. “The people in­ 
side are the actors standing 
on the Place de la Concorde 
and the people outside the 
store windows are the audi­ 
ence. The time is always 
the month of May.” 
But the hour, thanks to 
Lamotte’s stage lighting, can 
be turned up to noon over 
the Champs Elysees or down 
to dusk over the E i f f e l 
Tower. “For those in love 
with Paris, it is instant nos­ 
talgia,” said its creator. 


Some of the artist’s tools 
are extraordinary. Very 
much part of the New York 
social s c e n e , La m o 11 e’s 
paints are mixed with a wire 
egg whip from La Grenou- 
ille, a gift of the owner of 
the “beautiful people’s” res­ 
taurant. 


The late owner of Pavil­ 
ion, Henri Soule, once re- 
3 
uested Lamotte to come to 
iscuss murals for the walls 
of Cote Basque. His then- 
new establishment was a few 
blocks away from Pavilion. 


“But first we had a real 
Soule-type lunch.” Lamotte 
said, 
“i n c l u d i n g caviar 
enough for an army, a huge 
pot au feu, a magnum of 
champagne just for the two 


of us, pounds of different 
cheeses and more wine ev­ 
ery minute. 


“We lunched from 1:00 
to 5:00 in the afternoon and 
I was both stuffed and abso­ 
lutely s t a g g e r i n g when 
Soule, cool as a cucumber, 
said, ‘Well, now, what kind 
of murals will you do?’ And 
when I just couldn’t answer, 
he handed me the keys and 
said, ‘Well, do whatever you 
want. Just let me know when 
you are finished.’ ” 


Lamotte’s favorite mural 
was done for Coco Chanel in 
her Paris t o w n h o u s e , a 
trompe 
I’oeil 
vista 
of 
a 
bridge over the Seine with a 
real stone floor leading the 
unwary right into the bogus 
bridge. 


In an interesting sidelight, 
Lamotte said that during 
the painting of the Cote 
Basque murals a policeman 
constantly s t o p p e d in to 
watch the work. Soon the 
officer said he was an ama­ 
teur painter and could he 
please help during his days 
off. “He had this gun hang­ 
ing at his waist, what could 
I do?” Lamotte said with a 
grin. 
The cop turned out to be 
an excellent artist and de­ 
cided to quit his job to be­ 
come 
Lamotte’s 
assistant, 
w h i c h he was for many 
years after. 
Replete with murals for 
awhile, the artist now wants 
to return to smaller work 
“I would like to illustrate 
stories of love, of friend- 
shio,” he said. “There is too 
much sadness in this world.

Dear Dr. Lamb—My son 
was born with an unde­ 
scended testicle. He is now 
nine years old. If it does not 
descend completely, what is 
your 
recommended 
treat­ 
ment and at what age should 
it be started? 


Dear Reader — I take it 
from your comments that 
you mean the testicle has 
not descended into the scro­ 
tum. The time to do some­ 
thing about your son’s prob­ 
lem is now. 
Before birth, the testes are 
located in the abdominal 
cavity. About the time of 
birth, or shortly thereafter, 
the testicles descend through 
an opening in the lower part 
of the abdominal wall, into 
the scrotal sac. It is this 
opening in the abdominal 
wall for the passage of the 
testes, that makes a man 
susceptible to hernias. The 
membranes a n d muscles 
guarding this opening weak­ 
en and a loop of intestine 
protrudes along the same 
canal used for the descent 
of the testicles. 
If one or both testicles do 
not descend properly, they 
can be placed in their nor­ 
mal position by a surgical 
procedure a n d sometimes 
certain hormone therapy is 
indicated for improvement 
of development. In any case, 
if the testicles are not placed 
in the scrotal sac, they will 
not develop normally. Should 
both testicles happen to re­ 
main in the canal or in the 
abdominal cavity, the in­ 
dividual is usually sterile. 
The testes will produce no 
live sperm to make preg­ 
nancy possible. The other

may remain intact, provid­ 
ing normal masculinity of 
the individual in all other 
r e s p e c t s . The testicles 
should be in the scrotal sac 
before puberty is very far 
advanced to prevent ster­ 
ility.

An undescended testicle is 
sometimes a site of malig­ 
nancy, although this is rare. 
I would suggest that you 
have your son examined as 
soon as possible and, on your 
doctor’s a d v i c e , proceed 
with the proper f o r m of 
therapy without any further 
delay. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 
about to be married and my 
mother has told me that if I 
douche after intercourse it 
will prevent pregnancy. She 
says douching is much safer 
than using b i r t h control 
items that are on the mar­ 
ket. As I wish to work after 
marriage, I wish you would 
tell me if this is true or not. 


Dear Reader — You could 
get some protection from a 
douche, 
but 
not 
nearly 
enough. I cannot recommend 
this as a very satisfactory 
method of birth control. 
If you are looking for an 
absolutely safe birth control 
method, from a health point 
of view, there is no better 
substitute than abstinence at 
the 
critical 
period. 
This 
phase can be identified fairly 
accurately with oral temper­ 
atures recorded daily. There 
are only a few days each 
month that abstinence is nec­ 
essary to affect birth con­ 
trol. 
Then, of course, there are 
the pill and the intra-uterine 
device or loop. Both of these 
methods have been success­ 
ful 
and 
a c t u a l l y 
have 
created a minimal number of 
problems. 
For something that is so 
important to your life and 
your future, it seems to me 
that you really ought to have 
a good discussion with your 


family doctor at the begin­ 
ning of your married life. 
It should be added that for 
married couples that already 
have all the family they plan 
to have, the most effective, 
cheapest and least danger­ 
ous procedure is the vasec­ 
tomy procedure for the male.

Memorial Day is 103 years old this year and, as such, 
one of the oldest of our nationally observed occasions. 
Thanksgiving, as an annual observance, is only five 
vears older. Labor Day came along several years later 
and Veterans Day, once Armistice Day, is, with its 
World War I origin, a recent development in comparison. 
For all its venerabilitv and solemn significance, 
however. Memorial Day has not always made so 
meaningful an impression on the national consciousness 
as other and less-signficant occasions. This, in the 
historical view, may be understandable. Established as a 
reminder of the tragic consequences of war. Memorial 
Day has far more often than not been observed in peace. 
For most Americans, those without close personal loss 
to give the day special poignancy, it all too easily may 
become another holiday, a respite from work and 
welcome break in the routine. 
That cannot be said this Memorial Day. The occasion 
cannot be separated from the times and for six years 
now — or more, depending upon how one chooses to date 
the beginning of involvement — the observance has been 
in time of war, a war that may be winding down but 
continues inexorably to claim young American lives.

It is a war that from so-limited beginnings has gone on 
and on until today it ranks as the longest major military 
engagement in our history with the third greatest toll in 
lives. No American can escape its impact. None can be 
indifferent to the sacrifice it has exacted. 


On this Memorial Day like no others, to give 
expression to the meaning of that sacrifice to us and of 
our dedication to those we honor, we could do worse than 
turn back more than 2,000 years to the Athenian 
Thucydides, chronicler of another seemingly endless 
conflict, who recorded the funeral oration of Pericles for 
the fallen of the Peloponnesian War in words that speak 
movingly across the centuries: 


So they gave their bodies to the commonwealth and 
received, each for his own memory, praise that will 
never die, and with it the grandest of all sepulchers, not 
that in which their mortal bones are laid, but a home in 
the minds of men ... For the whole earth is the sepulcher 
of famous men; and their story is not graven only on 
stone over their native earth, but lives on far away, 
without visible symbol, woven into the stuff of other 
men s lives...

LONDON — For Prime Minister 
Edward Heath this is a moment of 
triumph and at the same time a 
moment of great uncertainty. After 
repeatedly knocking at the door, 
Britain 
is 
about 
to enter the 
European Common Market, which 
will then become the market of the 
seven, or, with the admission of 
Norway, Denmark and Ireland, the 
European market of the ten. 
As all concerned 
are 
solem nly 
saying, it is a break­ 
through that will be 
enshrined 
in 
history. It is the 
fruition 
of 
the 
dreams of practical 
visionaries such as 
Jean Monnet who 
have worked since 
the end of the last 
World 
War 
with 
tireless zeal for a 
United Europe. 
That this moment of triumph 
should be plagued by uncertainty is 
no 
mystery. 
The 
articles 
of 
agreement 
for 
entry 
into 
the 
European market must be approved 
by Parliament in the face of wide 
popular opposition. 
The 
insular 
reacton to “ those foreigners" has 
been fomented by the Beaverbrook - 
Rothermere press. One poll showed 
the opposition leading by 29 to 1. 
Once Britain's entry is formally 
ratified, Heath’s task will be to sell 
the market to the British public with 
the hope 
that Parliament acts 
before the summer recess. The 
longer the delay the more likely the 
opposition 
in 
both 
parties will 
solidify, and with the inertia of 
prolonged dispute the chance will 
have been missed. Complicating the 
selling job is the fact that the first 
years will see a rise in British food 
prices and little or no benefit in 
increased exports to the European 
continent. 
This is allied to another source of 
uncertainty. 
Unemployment 
has 
steadily risen to new postwar highs, 
with the latest figures showing total 
hard-core joblessness dropping only 
slightly. This is in a month which 
should normally have meant a sharp 
seasonal decline. At the same time 
prices continue to rise, with the 
labor party opposition reminding 
voters that in the campaign a year 
ago Heath promised to bring them 
down. 
Against this backdrop the dollar 
crisis throws into sharp relief the 
question of America’s relation to a 
United Europe. Before he received 
Heath in Paris for their summit talk 
President 
Georges 
Pompidou 
stressed 
that 
French 
should 
continue to be the language of the 
enlarged Common Market. English 
was “ The American language 
That implied much of the anti- 
A m e rica n is m 
that 
has 
characterized French policy during 
the past decade. 
One of the striking differences 
between the 
two sides of the 
Atlantic 
is 
Western 
Europe s 
almost-total dependence on oil from 
the Arab states of the Middle East. 
With more and more industry and 
domestic heating geared to oil and 
with 
the 
proliferation 
of 
the 
privately 
owned 
motorcar, 
this 
looms large as an obstacle to a 
common 
policy 
with America's 
NATO allies. 
Shortly before the dollar crisis 
made the headlines, representatives 
of the leading western oil companies 
met in Teheran with spokesmen for 
five 
Arab 
oil-producing 
states. 
President Nixon, to the gratification 
of 
the 
financial 
community 
in 
London, instructed the Department 
of Justice to ignore the antitrust 
laws that might have made it illegal 
for American corporations to join 
such a move After long haggling, an 
agreement 
was 
hammered 
out 
under thé chairmanship of Lord 
Strathalmond of British petroleum 


The decisive word came from the 
Shah of Iran. 
The sharp increases won by the 
Arab producers were expressed in 
dollars. But now as the dollar drifts 
lower — about 3.4 per cent against 
the value of the German mark that 
is no longer anchored to any fixed 
ratio — these same producers may 
decide to renege on the agreement. 
Such 
a 
fanatic 
moslem 
as 
Muammar Qadaffi, Libya's dictator 
with huge bank balances in Europe, 


could withhold Libyan oil, which is 
roughly 
75 
per cent 
of 
West 
Germany’s supply. This is the fear 
of money men in Europe. 


The odds are that it will never 
happen. But it remains one of the 
elements that could break the 
relationship between the two conti­ 
nents as it was broken in the first 
Suez crisis in 1956.

loft their large warheads. 
American scientists, ahead in the 
expertise required to build small 
effective warheads, had no need 
then to develop a huge booster. So 
the Russians forged ahead, for 
awhile. Catching up proved a major 
task. 
The space station resulted from 
another Soviet mistake. 
In calculating how to get to the 
moon, American scientists at first 
were inclined to follow the more 
conventional approach. That is, they 
planned to put the astronauts and 
their vehicle into an earth orbit, 
then blast off for the moon 
in 
another vehicle. A brilliant new 
approach, circling the moon and 
then descending to the lunar surface 
in a-separate landing vehicle, led to 
U.S. victory. 
The 
Russians, 
using

imagination, stuck to the orbit 
earth-orbiting approach. In doing 
this they forged ahead of the United 
States in their ability to produce an 
earth-orbiting space station. 
That space station has many 
advantages 
which the 
Russians 
certainly 
will 
not be 
slow to 
capitalize on. 
—It will enable the Russians to 
push rapidly ahead on a wide range 
of practical economic projects in 
geological exploration, agricultural 
monitoring, communications, water 
use and flood control, weather 
prediction and education. 
—It will make possible more 
efficient 
unmanned 
space 
exploration to Venus, Mars and the 
more distant planets. 
—It could lead to the development 
of intercontinental missile systems 
capable of evading U.S. radar for 
crucial portions of their journey and 
so accurate in delivery that they 
could 
make 
obsolete 
the 
new 
superhardened 
U.S. 
Minuteman 
missile sites — the ones just now 
being built.
